Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that prior art did not disclose, 
"virtual computing environment constructed and arranged to separate user processes on the level of namespace and on the basis of 
restrictions implemented inside said operating system kernel". As to applicant's argument Aziz disclosed, The customer have a control 
value that allows the customer to change parameters such as minimum number of computing elements in a particular tier such as Web 
servers, or a time period in which the VSF must have a minimum amount of server capacity. The parameters may be linked to billing 
software that would automatically adjust the customer's bill rate and generate billing log file entries". One ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention interpreted as changing the parameters as minimum number of computing tier such as web servers as the basis of 
restrictions implemented inside said operating system Kernel. . 
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
